HOW A SHIP IS STOPPED. 

Not as Easy a Matter as It Appears 
to a Landsman. 

The motion of a steamship or 
Atlantic when the sea is calm i 
smooth and ■toady that the 

■nger hardly realizes tho trom 
ous momentum of the vessel u 
his feet. After the engines 1 
been slowed down there is a startling 
revelation of the energy of motion 
The energy can also be accurately 
calculated with the aid of mathemat- 
ical formula, and the time and dis- 
tance within which "the motion can 
be totally arrested and the ship be 
brought to a stand may be ascer- 
tained in a similar manner. This 
calculation has recently been made 
for several well-known ships. 

To stop the Etruria, whose ' 
placement" is 9,680 tons, horse 
power 14,321, and speed 20.18 knots 
an hour, two minutes and forty- 
seven seconds are required, and dur- 
ing the progress of stopping, the 
ship will forge ahead 2,4G4 feet, 
which is only 17(3 less than half 
a mile. Tho United States cruis< 
Columbia, with a displacement 
7,350 tons, 17,991 horse power and 
speed of 22.8 knots, can be stopped 
In two minutes and fifteen seconds, 
and within a space of 2,147 feet. The 
little flyer Cashing, also of the 
United States navy, whoso displi 
ment is only 103 tons and horse 
power 1,754, while its speed is 22.48 
knots, can be stopped within a dis- 
tance of 301 feet in 18.4 seconds. In 
each case tho vessel is supposed to 
be going at full speed, and the stop- 
page is produced by reversing the I 
tion of the propelling machinery. 
—Youth's Companion.

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CUBAN RECOGNITION. 

The House resolution recognizing 
Cuban 'belligtreucy was somewhat 
different from the Senate resolution 
and an agreement will have to be ar- 
rived at before the resolution becomes

The recognition of this country of 
the beligerent rights of the Cuban 
patriots means simply that the United 
States takes official notice of the 
fact that war exists on the island of 
Cuba. The minute this recognition 
is made public our relations to the 
tv.o contending parties are changed 
entirely. According to the usual cus- 
tom, the President would issue a 
proclamation declaring that the war 
existed in the island of Cuba and 
proclaiming that the United States 
would be atrictly neutral aa between 
the two parties. This would mean 
that this country would treat the 
Spaniards and the Cubans exactly 
the
